The majority of the state funding associated with this appropriation unit is used to match the Section 110 federal
grant which  has a 21.3% match rate.  Therefore, a cut of $225,380 would result in a loss of $832,742 in federal
funds and a total loss to the OVR program of $1,058,122.  The Section 110 program contains a Maintenance of Effort
(MOE) requirement regarding the level of state funds utilized each year.   A loss of state funding in this
appropriation unit could result in our agency being out of compliance as it relates to MOE.  This would not only
affect our current federal grant.  It would also impact our grant each year in the future as the MOE requirement
would reduce our grant base from FY2014 forward.

In addition to the loss of federal funds, this reduced level of funding could require the agency to reduce its Subsidies,
Loans, and Grants line in  this appropriation unit, which impacts the funding we spend on our clients throughout the
State of Mississippi.
